troducing of a rational practice, of Farriery into Great Britain; and 


of a regular mode of Education for it, as a branch of the Science | 
of Medicine, | 
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Wirn a view to this end, he has been applying to the ſubject for 

theſe three years; he has ſtudied and compared moſt of the publica- 

tions on it; he has examined the ſtructure of Horſes, by careful 

diſſection; he has improved every opportunity that offered, of ob- 

ſerving the diſeaſes of Horſes, with the effects produced on them by 
Medical remedies and Ae | 


Bzrore he proceeds, 1 to enter upon the actual commence- 
ment of his undertaking, he is anxious to avail himſelf of every 
poſſible means to fit him for the taſk ; and as his ſtudies have been 
hitherto unaſſiſted, he intends to employ the two following years in 
attending the Veterinarian Academies on the Continent. 


Even after the preparatory part of his ſcheme ſhall have been thus 
completed—after ſo much time employed, and money expended, 
the ſucceſs of a project altogether new and untried, muſt remain 
extremely precarious: Nor can the moſt ſanguine promoters of it 
expect, that, for ſome years at leaſt, hart clear one: will ariſe 
from it. 


Tur fund which it will require to reſide in London, to procure 
the uſe of extenſive Stables, employ Grooms, and defray other charges, 
neceſſary for merely beginning the project, is very conſiderable ; 
while the returns it will make are uncertain, and will be, at beſt, 
tedious, 


A rund 13 to thoſe purpoſes, 6 ſeems eſſential to 
a fair trial of the plan. 


IT has been mentioned in the Addreſs, that the perſon offering b 


his ſervices to the public, cannot defray the whole of this expence. 
Indeed 
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Indeed, when the expence of his foreign ſtudies is conſidered, toge- 
ther with the time and labour already beſtowed on the ſubject, it will 
probably be thought fully as much as it is reaſonable to expect from 
him---more, perhaps, than it is prudent he ſhould hazard, He truſts, 
therefore, that he makes no improper application to the public, when 
he requeſts that, before he goes abroad, he may be made ſecure of 
poſſeſſing the means to begin the execution of his plan immediately 
on his return, and of encouragement ſufficient to enable him to 
continue it, till he can form a probable judgement whether it will 
or will not ſucceed in this country. 


The time he conceives to be neceſſary for that end, he ſtates 
at three years from the commencement of his practice. 


Wusar he ſolicits then, is, that there be raiſed by ſubſcription, a ſum 
equal to the purpoſes of ſecuring to him an annuity of 200 Guineas per 
annum, to commence immediately on his return from the continent, and 


to continue for three years, and of obtaining for him during the ſame 


period, the uſe of Stables ſufficient for the accommodation of 50 
Horſes. This may be rated at 100 Guineas more, making in all 300 
Guineas per aunum. Subſcribers to be entitled to have horſes gon- 
ſtantly under his management during the three years, in proportion 
to the ſum they ſubſcribe, at the rate of one Horſe for every Six 
Guineas per annum.
